Savings for private 
businesses could hit 
an estimated $14B 

Washington 

Virtually every private employ- 
er in the U.S. will get a tax cut on 
Friday. 

It won’t affect workers’ pay- 
checks. But the expiration of a 
35-year-old “temporary” unemploy- 
ment tax — about $14 a year per 
worker — will mean real money for 
some big companies at a time when 
President Obama is pushing Con- 
gress to raise taxes on businesses 
by closing some loopholes. 

Amid a fierce debate over 
whether higher taxes should be part 
of a deal to reduce annual deficits 
— in exchange for letting the gov- 
ernment go further into debt — the 
small cut in federal unemployment 
taxes has received little attention 
on Capitol Hill. Most employers 
probably don’t even know they are 
getting it, especially those who are 
being hit with bigger increases in 
state jobless taxes. 

But business groups say every 


little bit helps, whether you’re a 
small employer struggling to make 
a payroll or a huge company like 
Wal-Mart, with more than 1.4 mil- 
lion U.S. workers. That’s nearly 
$20 million a year in savings for 
Wal-Mart. 

Some worry that reducing fed- 
eral unemployment taxes while the 
jobless rate hovers above 9 percent 
will add to the system’s financial 
problems. But the tax cut will save

businesses nationwide more than 
$14 billion over the next decade, 
according to congressional esti- 
mates.

Thousands of federal prisoners 
locked up for offenses involving 
crack cocaine will be eligible for 
early release after a vote Thurs- 
day by the U.S. Sentencing Com- 
mission. 

Congress passed a law last year 
substantially lowering recommend- 
ed sentences for people convicted of 
crack cocaine crimes, ranging from 
possession to trafficking.

A U.N.-backed court indicted at least 
one senior Hezbollah member and 
three other suspects Thursday in the 
2005 assassination of former Leba- 
nese prime minister Rafik Hariri, 
a killing that transformed this tiny 
Arab nation and brought down its 
government earlier this year. 

The implication of Iranian- 
backed Shiite Hezbollah — the dom- 
inant player in Lebanon’s new gov- 
ernment — threatens to plunge this 
tiny Arab nation on Israel’s northern 
border into a new and violent crisis 
by opening up sectarian tensions 
between Sunnis and Shiites.

may be in jeopardy

Just weeks after the conclusion of a sea- 
son that featured riveting story lines 
and soaring interest, the NBA was set 
on Thursday night to become the sec- 
ond professional sports league since 
March to shut down operations because 
its players and owners can’t agree on 
how to divide league revenue. 

NBA Commissioner David Stern, 
NBA Players Association chief Billy Hunt- 
er and various league and player repre- 
sentatives met at noon Monday in a Man- 
hattan hotel room but broke off talks after 
about three hours with both sides brac- 
ing for a lengthy work stoppage. 

The sides remain far apart on 
what percentage of the league’s rev- 
enue players should receive, whether 
teams should have a hard cap on pay- 
rolls and how owners should share rev- 
enue with each other. 

“We have a huge philosophical 
divide,” Stern said, adding “with some 
sadness” that he would recommend later 
Thursday to the labor relations commit- 
tee it impose a lockout. The last NBA 
lockout, which began in July 1998, did 
not end until January 1999, and the sea- 
son was shortened to 50 games. 

The presumed NBA work stoppage 
follows the lead of NFL owners who 
imposed a lockout 15 weeks ago. 

But unlike with the NFL’s players 
and owners, who most experts project 
will resolve their differences before the 
start of the upcoming season, the NBA 
could face a much longer and more 
painful work stoppage. The two sides 
remain deeply divided over what per- 
centage of revenue the players should 
receive, whether teams should have a 
hard cap on payrolls, and how owners 
should share their money. 

“We may not see movement until it 
gets close to the end of the year,” said

The expected lockout comes exactly one year after one of the 
NBA’s most anticipated days in recent years, when a free agency 
bonanza kicked off a flurry of moves, with LeBron James, Dwyane 
Wade and Chris Bosh teaming in Miami; Amare Stoudemire head- 
ing to New York; and Carlos Boozer moving to Chicago. It got the 
league started on a season in which ratings, and ticket and mer- 
chandise sales were up, weakening the owners’ case that the sys- 
tem was broken beyond repair. But it also demonstrated why they 
wanted changes, with David Stern saying owners feel pressure to 
spend as much as possible to prove their commitment to winning.

They want to make a prof- 
it, along with developing a system in 
which small-market teams could com- 
pete with the biggest spenders. The 
Lakers and Mavericks, who won the last 
three NBA titles, are annually at the top 
of the list of highest payrolls. 

So they took a hard-line stance from 
the start, with their initial proposal in 
2010 calling for the institution of a hard 
salary cap system, along with massive 
reductions in contract lengths and elim- 
ination in contract guarantees. Though 
the proposal was withdrawn after a 
contentious meeting with players at 
the 2010 All-Star weekend, the league 
never moved from its wish list until

The Frill Ride 


Getting away from it all is apparently one of the 
perks of staying at the luxurious Greenbrier in 
White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., a hotel that has been 
hosting the rich and famous since 1778. The out- 
of-the-way location, however, poses a problem 
for its wealthy guests. “Once you're there, it's the 
most wonderful place in the world," promises Jim 
Justice, the local businessman who purchased the 
resort in 2009 with plans to restore the getaway to 
its former glory. “But how do you get there?" 


Starting next year, one answer will 
be by rail. The Greenbrier Presi- 
dential Express will be able to haul 
up to 240 passengers from D.C.’s 
Union Station on a six-hour trip 
designed to live up to the experi- 
ence of the destination. 


According to plans, guests will 
be able to sink into swiveling arm- 
chairs and take advantage of the 
Wi-Fi and the extensive food and 
beverage service while sitting in the 
comfort afforded by a state-of-the- 
art HVAC system and UV-ray resis- 


tant glass. They can mosey over to 
the club car for a real rail drink in 
a cozy lounge with a baby grand 
Steinway piano. Or they can take 
in the view of the awesome Allegh- 
enies from an open-air car. 

Also on board: 
two baggage cars, 
a VIP presidential 
suite and a registered 
nurse (who can also 
explain the spa ser- 
vices available at the 
Greenbrier). When 
the train arrives at 
the depot, it’ll be met 
by carriages pulled by Clydesdales 
that will take riders on the last bit 
of their journey. 

And the most critical ameni- 
ty: “A thing called glamour,” says 
designer Carlton Varney, who 
describes the aesthetic he’s creating 
as a cross between the White House 
and Tara from “Gone With the 
Wind.” The ceilings will be paint- 
ed a light blue with soft clouds, the 
carpets will have a rhododendron 
pattern as an homage to West Vir- 
ginia’s state flower, and every piece 
of linen and china will be up to the 
highest of standards. 

The price, not surprisingly, 
will also be quite high. Tickets are 
expected to go for $650 round-trip, 
which may be worth it to ride what 
the resort is calling “the world’s 
finest train.” But since I’m never 
going to pony up that much cash, 
I’m hoping Amtrak (and Metro, for 
that matter) take some inspiration 
from this project. 

There’s no reason for train trav- 
el to be so “dreary,” Varney says. 
Why not opt for a whimsical inte- 
rior that gives passengers some- 
thing to gaze at on a long ride? It 
doesn’t have to cost a lot, and the 
results would be priceless.

Study: Disparity in Stroke Care 


Findings show blacks 
less likely to get key 
medicine than whites 

Washington 

Blacks hospitalized for strokes in 
the District are one-third as likely 
as whites to receive lifesaving treat- 
ment, according to a new study that 
seeks to understand racial dispar- 
ities in treatment. 

The findings, published online 
Thursday in the journal Stroke, 
offer a detailed look at the prob- 
lem in a predominantly black urban 


population. 

Previous studies have shown 
that such disparities exist during 
treatment at a hospital. Research- 
ers wanted to know why, and sur- 
veyed stroke treatment by race at 
all seven acute care hospitals in 
Washington. 

They found that blacks are 
significantly less likely to get the 
stroke treatment medication tPA 
because they don’t arrive at the 
hospital early enough, and even 
when they get there in time, they 
often have pre-existing medical 
conditions such as recent stroke, 
being on blood thinners, or high

with the medication tPA, in the study, 
compared to 10 percent of white 
patients who were treated, (twp) 


blood pressure, that make them 
ineligible for the medication. The 
drug increases the risk of bleed- 
ing into the brain. The medica- 
tion also needs to be given intra- 
venously within three hours of 
initial symptoms. 

“Based on our data, it appears 
that much of the explanation is 


due to things that happen before 
the patient gets to the hospital,” 
said Amie Hsia, the study’s lead 
author and medical director of 
Washington Hospital Center’s 
Stroke Center. 

The research team reviewed 
973 records from stroke patients 
hospitalized at Washington Hos- 
pital Center, Georgetown Univer- 
sity Hospital, George Washington 
University Hospital, Sibley Memo- 
rial Hospital, Providence Hospi- 
tal, Howard University Hospital 
and United Medical Center from 
Feb. 1, 2008, to Jan. 31, 2009.

Va.’s Krieger is back 
in Germany with the 
U.S. national team 

Women’s Soccer 

Ali Krieger didn’t know anyone in 
Germany, didn’t speak a word of 
the language. 

But Germany had a professional 
women’s soccer league and the U.S. 
didn’t four years ago, and that was 
all the convincing Krieger needed 
to pack her bags and move halfway 
around the world. Now, thanks to 
that bold gamble, Krieger is back 
in Germany, starting as a defender 
for the United States in the Wom- 
en’s World Cup. 

“It’s like coming back to my 
home,” the defender said Thurs- 
day. “I feel so comfortable.” 



The U.S. team plays its second 
game of the World Cup against 
Columbia on Saturday in Sinshein, 
Germany. 

Krieger, a two-time All-Amer- 
ican at Penn State, had the mis- 
fortune of finishing her college 
career in 2007, two years before 
the Women’s Professional Soccer 
began play. She didn’t want to sit 
idle after just catching the eye of 
the U.S. coaching staff. 

So when her coach suggested 
she go to Germany, Krieger figured 
she had nothing to lose. She want-

Doping Again Looms Over Tour De France 


Cycling 

Battered by doping scandals for 
years, cycling is intensifying its 
fight against drug cheats yet again 
with the Tour de France to begin 
Saturday. 

The International Cycling Union 
and France’s anti-doping agency 
have buried past antagonisms and 
will jointly conduct hundreds of 
blood and urine tests. That’s about 
the same number as last year, when 


a urine test on three-time cham- 
pion Alberto Contador turned up 
small traces of the banned muscle 
builder clenbuterol. He has blamed 
a tainted steak he ate. 

Even this week, cycling has been 
hounded by its doping demons: Bel- 
gian authorities detained and ques- 
tioned two suspects with ties to the 
BMC Racing and Omega Pharma- 
Lotto teams — each set to ride in 
the Tour — over alleged cases of 
illegal ordering of performance-

enhancing hormones. 

The UCI, cycling’s governing 
body, instituted a “No Needle” pol- 
icy in May that limits when riders 
can receive injections and prohib- 
its injections of recovery-boosting 
vitamins, sugars, enzymes and 
amino acids. 

The UCI says injections must 
be justified by medical science, 
and most legitimate uses of nee- 
dles must be reported within 24 
hours, (ap)

GRAMM Y-NOMINATED VIOLINIST, MOZART FAN 


It's hard to be anything but 

enamored with 18 -year- old violin 
prodigy Caroline Goulding, who 
will perform with the National 
Symphony Orchestra for the first 
time in “Tcheers for Tchaikovsky” 
(Thu., 8:15 p.m., NSO at Wolf Trap, 
Wolftrap.org). The Grammy-nom- 
inated virtuoso, who claims she 
still gets nervous “in a good way” 
before performances, talked to 
Express about concertos, Eurotrips 
and the stylish dresses she loves to 
wear onstage. 

You’ve been called a child prodi- 
gy. Is that a lot of pressure? 

Not really. I actually dislike the 
term “prodigy,” and it never 
really affected me. Playing vio- 
lin has always been a pas- 
sion of mine, so it wasn’t ever 
something that I felt pressured 


to do. I loved it from age 3. 
It was like a hobby at first, like 
the way kids play basketball. But 
it grew into something more. 

When did you decide to become 
a professional violinist? 

I played with Isaac Stern and 100 
other kids for his 80th birthday 
celebration. He was one of my 
favorite violinists at that time. 
He still is. That’s when I started 
dreaming of doing this for the rest 
of my life. I was 7, so, of course, it 
was a dream, but it’s been a nat- 
ural transition from a dream to 
a goal. 

How often do you practice? 

Three hours a day, which is on the 
lighter side. I have friends who 
practice eight hours a day, but it’s 
different for different people. I have 


a short attention span, and it works 
for me. When I need to start doing 
more, I’ll know. 

You’re performing Tchaikovsky’s 
Violin Concerto, considered one 
of the most difficult works for 
violin ever written. Is it grueling? 

Yes. It’s a large work, about 45 min- 
utes long. I’ve played it with an 
orchestra before, but I still have to 
build up my endurance for it. 


Tm more of a 
classic person, 
obviously. I love 

BCBG. It’s very 
comfortable to 
perform in.” 


Do you mean mental or physical 
endurance? 

Both. The concerto is very athletic, 
but also so romantic and lyrical, so 
you have to prepare for both. Some- 
one recently told me Tchaikovsky 
was a great admirer of Mozart. 
You wouldn’t think that, but now 
I’m going back and playing this 
music differently than I did before. 
Mozart’s my favorite composer, so 
it was interesting to hear. 

Have you made pilgrimages to 
Europe to see where your favor- 
ite composers lived? 

I haven’t yet! But I’m going to be 
doing some European debuts this 
year, so maybe I’ll venture out. I’d 
love to visit Vienna. 

You’re also a very stylish violin- 
ist. Any favorite designers? 

I’m not an expert on fashion, but I love 
Dior and Chanel. Of course, I don’t 
wear those labels on a regular basis, 
but I’m more of a classic person, obvi- 
ously. I love wearing BCBG dresses.

After Losing his job, 
a middle-aged man 
enrolls in college in 
this breezy comedy 

Film Review 

The tale of a broke, unemployed and 
under-educated nebbish who trans- 
forms himself into a prince of a guy 
who finds his princess — with the 
help of a scooter-riding fairy god- 
mother and a cache of hip, vintage 
threads — “Larry Crowne” is a 
Cinderfella story for tough times. 
It’s a light and breezy, recession- 
themed romantic comedy; “Up in 
the Air” without all the angst and 
introspection. 

Tom Hanks (who also directed) 
plays the title character, a squeaky-

clean divorced man who’s fired from 
his job as a salesman at a big-box 
store. (In this economy, someone’s 
got to go, and Larry doesn’t have a 
college degree.) 

Without so much as pausing to 
feel sorry for himself, Larry dumps 
his house, switches from a gas-guz- 


zling SUV to a more sensible, if sexi- 
er, secondhand scooter, takes a part- 
time job as a short-order cook and 
enrolls in college. 

His first course: A speech 
class called “The Art of Informal 
Remarks.” Talk about unmarket- 
able. At least the teacher — played by 
an unhappily married, and almost 
perpetually scowling, Julia Rob- 
erts — is hot. 

Keywords here: “unhappily mar- 
ried” and “hot.” This is, after all, a 
romantic comedy. You can see what’s 
coming, even if Larry can’t. Hanks 
plays his character with a slightly 
dazed, deer-in-the-headlights grin. 
Larry’s own naive catchphrase — 
“spectacular,” pronounced “speck- 
tack-a-ler” — is telling.

It’s in that econ class that Larry 
meets the free-spirited Talia (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw). Like Larry, she’s a 
scooter rider and introduces him to 
her circle of scooter-aficionado col- 
lege pals. Before you can say “bib- 
bidi-bobbidi-boo,” Talia has given 
Larry a magical makeover, com- 
plete with new hair, new glasses, 
new ’tude and stylin’ clothes.

The Spirit of ‘1776’ 

The July Fourth weekend isn't what 
it used to be when it comes to movies. 
It used to be a time when everyone 
could rally around someone (usually 
Will Smith) fighting something (usu- 
ally aliens). Shia LaBeouf, starring in 
“Transformers 3" — which attempts 
to be Independence 
Day’s heir to “Indepen- 
dence Day" — is a poor 
substitute, like a tofu 
dog at a barbecue. 

Which actually 
works out pretty well, 
because it means 
I can adhere to my 
Fourth of July tradition. I watch 
“1776," a musical about the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. Se- 
riously, it’s better than it sounds. 

What I love about the 1972 film is 
how wretchedly human the Founding 
Fathers are (aside from the bursting- 
into-song part.) Everyone hates John 
Adams. Benjamin Franklin (played 
by Ken Howard, pictured) tells dirty 
jokes. Thomas Jefferson gets writer’s 
block that’s cured only by a conjugal 
visit. Watching the Continental Con- 
gress wrangle and compromise and 
sweat — literally, because waistcoats 
are hot — while forming a new coun- 
try is compelling, even if you know 
how it turns out (we win!). 

But when the bells start to clang 
over the final tableau, I always choke 
up. Because it’s easy to forget that 
the men who appear in our museums, 
within our memorials and on our 
money were very much human. And 
“1776" reminds me of that every year.

John Turturro’s performance film 
“Passione” is a loosely and loving- 
ly strung-together documenta- 
ry exploring the music of Naples, 
a gritty southern Italian port city 
he finds brimming with erotic fire 
and refined art. The movie, while 
often shy on insight, is an exhila- 
rating showcase for both. 

The musicians at the core of 
“Passione” have fused the expressive 
Neapolitan language with flamenco 
beats, Arabic ululations, Euro beat 
basslines, American blues and jazz, 
and even reggae rhythm. 

Turturro, an actor who has tra- 
ditionally specialized in bringing a 
nervous energy in Hollywood films 
as varied as “Barton Fink” and 
“Quiz Show,” is relaxed as he serves 
as “Passione’s” tour guide. He’s 
clearly enraptured by Naples, where 
he has spent the past few years stag- 
ing theater productions. 

In “Passione,” the fourth film 
he’s directed, Turturro is eager to 
make a key point about Neapolitan 
music. The sentimental, watered- 
down balladry familiar to Ameri- 
can ears, he says, is an injustice to a 
vibrant musical legacy that explores 
poverty, immigration and sexu-

BAD TEACHER (R, 92 minutes) Cameron 
Diaz brings her signature brand of blonde 
va-va-vooms to Elizabeth Halsey, a sultry, 
surly, self-absorbed gold digger who de- 
cided to become a teacherfor what she 
deems “the usual reasons: short hours, 
summers off and no accountability.” 
When her planned jackpot of a marriage 
comes up lemons, she’s forced to return 
to her old job at John Adams Middle 
School (JAMS). Elizabeth is looking for 
another rich guy to marry, and she sees 
potential in a new substitute teacher at 
JAMS, a bespectacled sweetie named 
Scott Delacorte, played in a disarm- 
ingly self-deprecating turn by Justin 
Timberlake. A promising assortment of 
famous players from TV sitcoms make 
up a comic dream team of a supporting 
cast. But with the exception of Jason 
Segel and his reliable laid-back flair, 
they’re left with next to nothing to do but 
react with appalled awe to Elizabeth’s 
trademark vulgarity-strewn ripostes, a.h. 
BEGINNERS (R, 104 minutes) The story 
of a middle-aged man who learnsthathis 
father is gay, only to lose him to cancer 
a few years later, “Beginners” traces the 
effect of both cataclysms on the younger 
man’s nascent relationship with a fetch- 
ing French actress. The film opens with 
the death of Hal (Christopher Plummer), 
who, as his son Oliver (Ewan McGregor) 
explains in a voice-over, came out of the 
closet with a flamboyant vengeance after 
his longtime wife died, taking a younger 


lover and diving into Southern California 
gay culture. Jumping around in time — 
fromflashbacksof growing up ina house 
whereso much went unspoken to his fa- 
ther’s coming out to just before his death 
— the movie focuses on Oliver’s efforts 
to untangle how his parents’ marriage in- 
formed his own fears of commitment, a.h. 
CARS 2 (G, 106 minutes) “Cars 2” fea- 
tures a lot more of two things: Mater, 
the rusty, rednecky tow truck voiced 
by Larry the Cable Guy, and car racing. 
As lovable as Mater is, let’s face it: A little 
bit of Larry the Cable Guy goes a long way. 
Fortunately, “Cars 2” is a long, looong 
way from Talladega, notto mention from 
Radiator Springs, the remote Southwest- 
ern town where Mater lives, and where 
the first movie took place. Set in Tokyo, 
London and a picturesque Italian village 
during a three-part international race to 
determine the fastest car in the world, 
“Cars 2” boasts eye-popping scenery 
of far-flung locales and thrilling race 
sequences. It’s a visually stunning film. 
Unfortunately, the sequel shortchanges 
the very relationships that gave the 
first movie its surprising heart, m.o. 
CONAN O’BRIEN CAN’T STOP (R, 89 
minutes) “Conan O’Brien Can’tStop" is a 
documentary about the live stage show 
O’Brien toured the country with in the 
summer of 2010 after being forced by 
NBC to exit “TheTonightShow” but before 
starting up his current hosting gig on TBS. 
A mix of live music; stand-up; vaudeville; 
random guest spots from the likes of 
Eddie Vedder, Jim Carrey and Stephen 
Colbert: and public confession, O’Brien’s 
“Legally Prohibited From Being Funny on 
Television” tour wasan almost instant hit.

Laterscenesshowa hi- 
larious tour. According to O’Brien, though, 
it’s the prep work and not the finished 
product that he loves best: hunkering 
down with his creative staff. Hisfavorite 
thing, hesays, is“workingthingsout” with 
his people. But it becomes clear in the 
film, directed by Rodman Flender, that 
what O’Brien really loves best is being in 
front of an audience. It’s called “Conan 
O’Brien Can’t Stop” for a reason, m.o. 
GREEN LANTERN (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
The premise of “Green Lantern" seems 
as musty asa dog-eared pulp magazine: 
Earth’s Lantern is one of thousands 
of intergalactic cops who wear magic 
rings that draw their juice from “the 
emerald energy of willpower.” The lat- 
est contender for emeraldhood is Hal 
Jordan (Ryan Reynolds), a bad-boy test 
pilot, forever striving to be as brave as 
the top-gun father he saw incinerated by 
exploding jetfuel.

Picasso. Inez and her family, on the other 
hand, couldn’t care less. The mood is 
doubly spoiled when they bump into Paul 
(Michael Sheen), an old college crush of 
Inez’s, now an incorrigible pedant, a.h. 


MR. POPPER’S PENGUINS (PG, 97 min 
utes) Jim Carrey, as the titular Thomas 
Popper, steals the show from his avian 
co-stars, a flock of CGI penguins who 
are strenuously adorable in the way that 
only CGI penguins can be. Playing a slick 
Manhattan real estate developer who 
reluctantly comes into possession of six 
Gentoo penguins, the actor uses his gift 
for physical comedy and funny voices 


to propel this gentle comedy forward 
toward its sweet if slightly familiar mes- 
sage about the importance of family over 
career advancement. A divorced dad who 
shares custody of his kids with his ex-wife 
(Carla Gugino), Popper decides to keep 
the penguinsonly after hisson (Maxwell 
Perry Cotton) and daughter (Madeline 
Carroll) beg him notto send them back. 
Grown-ups will see where this is going. 


But before it gets there, what follows is 
a series of antic misadventures involving 
penguins’ need for cold temperatures— 
Popper essentially turns his apartment 
into a giant walk-in freezer — and the 
birds’ propensity for imprinting with a 
parentalfigure, regardless of species, m.o. 
SUPER 8 (R, 118 minutes) In “Super 8,” a 
chubby would-be director named Charles 
(Riley Griffiths) keeps running around his 
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small Ohio hometown, framing its cul-de- 
sacs and tract homes with his hands and 
callingfor“more production value.” Charles 
is shooting his own zombie movie, and he 
has commandeered hisadolescentfriends 
to work on his cast and crew. The scenes of 
Charles’ movie-within-a-movieturn outto 
be the best partsof “Super 8.” While Charles 
and histeamarefilming, they inadvertently 
record a horrific accident that ends up 
drawingtheattentionoftheU.S. Air Force. 
Charles’ special-effects guy, Joe Lamb (Joel 
Courtney), is convinced that something is 
afoot, between the mysterious military 
ops, an electrical grid gone haywire and 
an epidemic of missing dogs. a.h. 
TRANSFORMERS: DARKOFTHEMOON 
(PG-13, 154 minutes) Transformation 
proves to be beyond the grasp of “Trans- 
formers: Dark of the Moon,” the latest 
movie in which 1980s vintage Hasbro 
toys come to life and kick 'bot. Rather 
than streamline the vehicle, director 
Michael Bay and histeam have dumped 
more nuts, boltsandcarburetorsonthe 
pile. So this Autobot versus Decepticon 
adventure runs even longer than its 
predecessor. Dispatching Shia LaBeouf’s 
Sam Witwicky on his third "Transform- 
ers” caper, the movie wobbles between 
quick-cut action and outright slapstick. 
As befits a cinematic saga that began as 
a toy tie-in, “Dark of the Moon” some- 
times seems designed for boys who are 
too young to appreciate the charms of

Rosie Huntington-Whiteley, the British 
blonde who plays Sam’s new squeeze, 
Carly. This is, after all, a movie about 
the fundamental coolness of sports 
cars that turn into sentient robots. And 
while the CGI and (mostly unobtrusive) 
3-D are up to date, whenever Autobot 
philosopher-king Optimus Prime offers 
Sam some wisdom, the advice sounds 
like something from a Depression-era 
Boy Scout handbook, m.j. 

THE TREE OF LIFE (PG-13, 138 minutes) 
The sprawling story of a man’s quest to 
reconcile a contradictory parental legacy, 
“The Tree of Life” ties that search to 
more metaphysical questions having to 
do with God, creation, truth and beauty. 


As a character named Mr. O’Brien, Brad 
Pitt plays the patriarch of a 1950s family 
that lives in a leafy Texas suburb. A hard- 
jawed, embittered martinet, Mr. O’Brien 
brings up his three boys with a toxic com- 
bination of intimidation and commanding 
affection. Less a narrative than a series 
of sharp shards of memory, the next seg- 
ment of “The Tree of Life” traces his life 
with Father, whose mercurial, fearsome 
force Jack fuses with God’s power at its 
most fickleand inscrutable, a.h. 
X-MEN: FIRST CLASS (PG-13, 131 min- 
utes) “First Class” begins, like the comic 
book series itself, in 1944. That’s when a 
young German boy named Erik Lehnsherr 
watches his parents being hauled off to 
Auschwitz. In a fit of fear and rage, he 
bendsthemetalgateseparatinghimfrom 
his family, commanding the attention of 
a scientist eager to harness young Erik’s 
telekinetic powers. Twenty years later, 
the grown Erik (Michael Fassbender) 
contemplates his revenge against the 
man who went on to ruin his life and 
who now goes by the name of Sebastian 
Shaw. Meanwhile, the genially telepathic 
Charles Xavier (James McAvoy) is earn- 
ing his doctorate in genetic research at 
Oxford.withhisshape-shiftingfriendand 
surrogate sister, Raven, by his side. a.h.
